(AP)—A child with two heads 
vas born yesterday to the wife of 
an American soldier, officials oi 
the Selly Oak hospital said today 


Nurses in the maternity ward 


said the child—born about a month 
prematurely—was being kept in 
a ward with other premature ba- 
bies and that it awakens for feed- 
ing and cries normally.

said, however, that it was "quite 
feeble". 


Hospital offiicals said both the 


child's heads were perfect and 
were attached to twin necks on

Weight at birth was five pounds, 
12 ounces. 


The hospital declined to disclose

But if prices become 


stabilized at a lower level, normal 
expansion of housing should ease 
the crisis by lessening the de- 
mand.

New York—Challenged on a re- 


cent assertion in these dispatches 
that victims of outrage by unions, 
could sue them for redress, wheth- 
er the violence were done by sland- 
er, breach of contract or organized 
and directed assault or vandalism, 
I should like to present the gist 
of that interesting dissent, then I 
shall offer another opinion, by a 
judge, unexpectedly upholding my 
own belief. As a preliminary, let 
me say that most Americans in- 
cluding, I believe, most lawyers, 
think that neither an individual 
nor a corporation has any remedy 
in such circumstances. 
Thousands 


of victims have endured gratuitous 
abuse without protest, and the 
union executives reflect a belief 
that their unions cannot be held 
responsible. 


My theory that they can be sued 


and punished has elicited the fol 
lowing discussion by an attorney 
m Washington: 


"Your statement tuifoitunately, 


is not correct, or, to put' it more 
accurately, is correct only to a 
very limited extent", he writes. 
"Whether a union is suable m its 
own name or as an entity is en- 
tirely dependent on the law of the 
particular state m which the suit 
is brought In New York, for in- 
stance, unions can be sued in their 
own names. In a majority of the 
states, howevei 
it is not true 


Wheic it is not true the only 
recomse is to sue individual mem- 
bers who mav be difficult to iden- 
tify. A suit against individual 
membeid who may not be financ- 
ially able to respond to a judgment 
is a poor substitut0 
tv>>- a suit 


against the union itself, which, 
under modern conditions is ordi- 
naiilv quite able to respond in 
damages.

cannot be punished for their own; 
\iolabons of those agreements. I 
do not know whether the Supreme 
court ever has decided whether 
such contracts entered by the eri 
ployers only under government 
compulsion, aie valid. Obviously 
they should not be but, considering 
the present makeup of the court. 
it is almost safe to assume that 
the majority, 
by some twisted 


reasoning, would hold that the 
parties weie equals and that the 
employer must fulfill his obliga- 
tions while the union need not. 
The combined effect of opinions 
written by Felix Frankfurter and 
by James Byrnes, in the teamsters' 
case, has been to confirm the vast 
powers of unions for ~- il and to 
hold them irresponsible and im- 
mune.

Coming now. however, to a re- 


gent decision of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals in a libel 
suit by the Pullman Standard Car 
Company against local_2928 of tne 
C I O. Steelworkers we find a'l 
three judges in agreement that the 
lav/ of Illinois governs the case. 
On that basis they found that cer- 
tain 
individual defendants who 


published a statement alleged to 
be false and harmful to Pullman's 
reputation could be sued. A de- 
cision of the District court dis- 
missing the suit against them v,as 
reversed. 


Judges Keiner and Major held, 


however, that the Illinois law did 
not permit Pullman to sue the 
union, itself They held that even 
though congress did endow unions 
with legal entity congiess could 
not and did not intend to deprive 
a state of the right to determine 
who could be sued in its courts 


Dissenting and contending that 


the union may be sued, Judge 
Sparks wrote: "In 1S45, Illinois 
enacted a statute that 'The Com- 
mon Law of England so far as 
the same is applicable and of a 
general nature, and all acts or 
statutes of the British Parlia- 
ment made in aid of and to sup-

They would be at liberty 
to disseminate

and tneir victims would have noth- 
ing to look to but the pockets of 
the individuals." 


Judge Sparks pointed out that 


many citizens of Illinois had been 
compelled to deal with unions as 
legal entities "much 
to 
their 


sorrow" and that unions make 
leases and contracts in their of- 
ficial names. 


The union he observed, had been 


given tne right to act in its own 
name and, as an entity, to enforce 
contracts and had voluntarily ac- 
cepted that status Therefore it 
must be assumed that congiess 
intended that the employer could 
seek relief from the union in 
court. 


I seem to remember that the 


same contention has been ad- 
vanced here though m less stately 
language several times in the last 
few years. And for answer I have 
hcaid only the paradoxical plea 
that the giant unions, with hun- 
dreds of millions in their treas- 
uries, are so puny that they can- 
not accept equality in the courts 
but must have an advantage over

Oct. 1, the greatest concentrated 
handling of passengers on record, 
due to the tremendously acceler- 
ated return of military personnel 
from the Pacific, is well as Eur- 
ope. A log-jam of nearly 100,000 
troops, hoping against hope to get 
home by Chirstmas, developed on 
the Pacific coast in December, de- 
spite eastward rail movement oi 
25,000 a day o.i as many ?<= 50 
troop trains plug 10.000 more on 
regular trains However.

Monroe Johnston. Director of De-

Fast Arrivals Unexpected 


The total for December alone

Western Association of Railway 
Executives said that nationally 
the railroads moved about 675 
billion re\cnue freight-ton miles 
and 90 billion passenger-miles m
